Khadafy has been at 
the center of the fi- 
nancing and training 
of worldwide terror- 
ism, He has lost dlplo- • 
matic relations with 


most Western nations. 

In London last year 
his “diplomats” fired 
machineguns out of 
their embassy win- 
dows into a crowd of 
protesters — prompt- 
ing a week-long siege 
and their nation’s ex- 
pulsion from England. 

Khadafy’s followers 
burned down the U.S. 
Embassy in Tripoli 
five years ago and 
threw all Americans
